Washington. — Att.-Gen. Gregory is- 
sued a statement culling on the au- 
thorities of the states to assist in the 
campaign against conspIraVirs respon- 
sible for attacks upon “lawful Amer- 
ican Industries and commerce" by 
prosecuting offenses, wherever possi- 
ble, under state laws, and by turning 
over to the Federal Government all 
the evidence they have concerning vio- 
lations of Federal statutes. The state- 
ment follows: 

“Information Indicating attacks upon 
lawful American Industries and com- 
merce, through Incendiary (Ires and 
explosions In factories, threats to in- 
timidate employes and other acts of vi- 
olence, has so often developed during 
the past few months as to d^femnd 
searching investigations and prosecu- 
tions.

Col. Cooper’s wife diedpbouta 
year ago and since that time his 
health has steadily failed until 
he was no longer able to keep up 
his editorial work. 



Washington, Nov. 22,-r-The two new 
fleet submarines, bids for which will 
soon be advertised by the navy depart- 
ment, will exceed the Schley, now the 
world’s biggest underwater craft, bo 
far as Is known, by 300 tons in dis- 
placement. They will be 1,300 tons 
on the surface, as against the Schley’s 

1.000 tons, and exceed by . 200 tons the 
biggest of the cruiser destroyers of 
the navy. 

Hard Task for Designers. 

Congress gave navy designers a 
hard task when It said that these two 
new fleet submarines should have a 
surface speed of 25 knots an hour "If 
possible." The Schley will be a 20- 
knot boat when completed and will 
have more than 4,000 horse power fur- 
nished by heavy oil engines. Experi- 
ments In the navy model basin with 
models of the new craft show that 
they will require between* 8,000 and 

10.000 horse power to make the addi- 
tional five knots. 

To'Uec Oil Fuel. 

No Internal combUBpon engines to 
go In the space available and furnish 
the power required could be found for 
the~boats and the specifications to bo 
advertised will propose vessels fitted 
with steam ‘urblnes for surface work, 
although the same storage battery 
and electric motor Installation as In 
smaller craft will be used below tlio 
surface. Navy experts have worked 
out a practical solution of the me- 
chanical obstacles to using steam and 
have no doubt of Its success. Tho 
boilers will be fired with oil fuel. 



San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 22.— The 
American Federation of Labor in the 
closing sessions of its thlrty-llfth an- 
nual convontlon faced the problem of 
attempting to heal a breach in its 
ranks that developed at the session 
Friday night which, ii^ the language 
of leading officers 9 ml delegates, 
threatened the disruption of the or- 
ganization. 

The trouble ftrose over Considera- 
tion of a resolution that, had it been 
adopted, would ihave meant \ho loss 
of - 200,000 memblers of the federation. 
The resolution, dfferod by the adjust- 
ment committee, «alled for the sufeppn- 
slon of the UnltoiJ Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners, the second larg- 
est international union in America. \ 
Encroachment Is Charged. 

The resolution to withdraw the char- 
ter of the carpenters' union was the 
result of the failure of the organiza- 
tion to refrain from alleged encroach- 
ing upon jurisdiction awarded tbo ma- 
chinists, coupled with the carpenters' 
union’s attitude toward tho federation. 

In the course of the debate Samuol 
Gompers, president of tho federation, 
amid: "We are not safe from disinte- 
gration and failure If we lose sight of 
the Ideals of human brotherhood.’’ 

John P. Lennon, opposing the expul- 
sion of the carpenters, said: “We are 
not safe from disruption.” 

Andrew Furuseth, secretary of the 
Sailors' Union of the Pacific coast, 
expressed his belief that the carpen- 
ters’ union was deliberately seeking 
to compel the federation to withdraw 
the charter. 

Carpenters Sit Silent. 

During the hour in which charges

er speaker taunted them with bad 
faith, the big delegation of carpenters 
sat silent. 

The carpenters' union was accused 
of repairing, dismantling and setting 
up machinery In buildings In various 
cities, and with claiming the right 
to do such work, In defiance of the 
express commands of tho federation 
convention in Philadelphia last year. 

Furuseth In his speech said: “1 pre- 
j fer the charge that the claim put 
! forth by the carpenters Is put up set- 
I entitlcally and purposely to bring 
< about expulsion.'' 

Substitute Is Offered. 

George L. Berry, president of the 
printing pressmen's union, offered a 
substitute for the adjustment commit- 
tee's resolution. He moved that a 
committee of tlve representatives of 
International unions, with President 
Gompers, be selected to attend the con- 
vention of the carpenters and try to 
get them to recede from the stand they 
had taken. Berry's substitute was 
carried.

Clubs Are Being Organized In the Different Counties to 
Promote Interest and Co-Operate With 
the Commission

When Daniel Boone and li Is sturdy 
pioneers came to Kentucky by the 
Wilderness road they found a land fer- 
tile beyond their wildest hopes, 
abounding with game and fish, upon 
which they were dependent for food 
and clothing. In reaching Kentucky, 

Boone and his followers found that 
the Indian tribes to tho north, south 
and west had preceded them. To Ken- 
tucky the Indians made annual pilgrim- financial 
age to kill their winter supply of game, 
which was found in great abundance 
and of splendid quality. At that time 
there was game in plenty for all, but 
the Indians looked with disfavor upon 
the presence-yof the white man, realiz- 
ing that it meant the destruction of 
their favorite hunting grounds should 
they be left to occupy the land, so they 
stubbornly resisted by every possible 
means the advancement of tho foreign 
hunter. 

The Indian did not kill to excess 
was determined that ills happy hunting 
ground sliould not be destroyed. Their 
stubborn resistance made tho name affiliations 
and early history of “Kaintuckeo” typ- 
ical of its Indian name, "Dark and 
Bloody Ground." 

The pioneer, like the Indian, took 
only of this supply for food and rai- 
ment, but with civilization grew the 
sport of hunting for pleasure, and so 
wantonly was game destroyed by this 
class of citlzeus that thoughtful and 
representative men Boon realized that 
If game was to he conserved for future 
generations, it was necessary to enact 
laws protecting them during the breed- 
ing season. 

The first rame laws in Kentucky, of 
which there is any record, were passed 
in 1822, and were for the protection of 
fish. In fact, most of the early laws 
were measures for fish protection. At 
that time all laws in the state upon 
this subject were local or county laws 
and remained so until the adoption of 
the present Constitution. Since that 
time all laws enacted upon this sub-

tho appropriation in tho months of 
June ami July, 1912. This amount, and 
the remainder of the $5,000, was re- 
turned to the state in August, 1912. 
Since thut time tho Commission hns 
not drawn one cent from the state's 
funds for the maintenance of the de- 
partment, and It is specially provided 
that the stato can not give any further 
assistance, and thd State 
Troasurer is directed not to honor any 
warrants drawn by the Game and Fish 
Commission unless the money is in the 
State Treasury to the credit of the 
Game and' Fish Protection Fund. All 
of this fund must be derived from the 
sale of hunting license. 

During the year 1912 a call for vol- 
unteer wardens was made, the Com- 
mission agreeing, should their funds 
be sufficient during the next year, to 
compensate as many of tho wardens 
ani l as possible, the selections for paid rep- 
resentatives to be made upon tho merit 
system and without regard to political 
Tho Commission is grate- 
,ful to the volunteer wardens for their 
services and is earnestly laboring to 
devolop a paid, competent warden serv- 
ice as rapidly aB their funds will per- 
mit. The Commission is not now ablo 
—nor will it be for some time — to have 
a paid warden service in each county 
of tho state, but even if this were pos- 
sible, they could not accomplish the 
ends that they so earnestly desire until 
they have tho co-operation and support 
of interested parties and representa- 
tive citizens, and by this assistance and 
co-operation is mount, not only thoii 
assistance in securing the arrest and 
conviction of nil violators, hut by glv 
ing out the Information in order tha 1 
the general public might thoroughly 
know the reasons and necessity for the 
strict observance of tho laws.

The witness v 
will not be asked whether the 
hunter had a license, for the wit- r 
ness would not know, perhaps. ^ 
The grand jury will be furnished c 
a list of the names of all persons j 
who have obtained hunting r 
license, by the County Court t 
Clerk, and from this list the 
grand jury will determine who j 
shall be indicted. 

And even after the hunter has 
secured his license, before he 
hunts on the lands of another 
person, whether adjoining him . 
; or not, he must obtain a written , 
j permission to do so. t 

The lowest fine for hunting 
i without a license is fifty dollars, 
and the fine may be as high as 
, two hundred dollars. Even when 
j you have a license, you will be 
i subject to a fine of ten dollars if 
a warden finds you hunting with- 
out your license along with you. 
Everybody would claim to have 
a license at home, of course, and 
thus get away from the warden 
1 for the time being, and otherwise 
cause a lot of trouble. So go i 
’ hunting with your license in your 
! 1 pocket. 

It is unlawful to sell quails to 
any one, and any public carrier 
that ships them is equally liable 
with the seller. 

Every law-abiding citizen is re- 
spectfully requested to aid the 
! wardens in enforcing the law. 
There are only two of us in the 
: county and we can not be every 
i where at once. Whenever you 
see any person violating the game 
I laws in any way, you should 
immediately write me, at Blaze, 
or Mr. E. E. Elam, of Elam, Ky., 
and give the name of the offender, 

! the nature of the offense, the 
date of the offense, and be sure 
j to give the tiames of witnesses 
i sufficient to "stick” the offending 
1 party. When this is done a writ 
will be issued immediately by the 
County Judge or one of the 
magistrates and the offender will 
soon be in the toils of the law. 
All fines collected from parties 
‘ whom you report to us will be 
divided equally with the informer. 

Many persons have a delicacy 
about reporting violators, but you 
should remember, if you are a 
good citizen yourself, that the 
. violator of the law has no earthly 
i claim on your protection. You 
» are under no obligation to him to 
■ assist him in violating the law by 
i refusing to report him. If you 
i do not care to have your name 
in the matter, write
